HODL1NG FAST TO 
THE “H/jlPPY HAB IT.” 
The great trouble of the av erage , 
earnest spirit today ie that sufficient 
account is not taken of human nature 
as it actually exists, not only in a 
general way in all mankind— but in 
ourselv es indiv idually. We hav e two ! 
minds distinct and separate within j 
us, the ideal and the actual. The dif­ 
ficulty is that this is often misun­ 
derstood— for what is to one man a 
rigid truth is to another a perv er­ 
sion of facts. 
In order to conv ey to 
one mind our v iew of a truth, the 
other mind must be in focus. 
We 
must consider the sense of propor­ 
tion, not only in ourselv es, but in 
otners. It has been said that “ No one 
human mind is capable of grasping 
the whole truth, but each man sees 
the truth from a different 
stand­ 
point.” 
The most perilous thing which I 
know is that people should lose faith 
in themselv es and in common honesty 
of their felloyt men. In losing faith 
in general integrity they can no lon­ 
ger believ e in themselv es. 
In 1776 the seeds of political inde­ 
pendence were sown, so today the 
seeds are being sown for the grow- 


ple because of the stirring ev ents 
enacted here by the early pioneer. 
In recent years considerable in­ 
terest has been taken up by some of 
our people 
who 
would perpetuate 
the memory of those who bore a con­ 
scious part in establishing civ ilization 
on these prairies. 
The Battle Ground monument at 
Stillman Valley, dedicated four years 
ago, and the one unv eiled at Kish- 
waukee cemetery on the 18th, at the 
grav e of Ephriam Palmer, a Rev o­ 
lutionary soldier, hav e come in res­ 
ponse to this patriotic 
sentiment. 
They are object lessons to the rising 
generation and their inscriptions tell 
the story briefly of heroism and self- 
sacrifice made by brav e men for the 
good of humanity. 
Sixty-fiv e years ago Wednesday, on 
the 27th day of June, 1841, Capt. 
J ohn Campbell, who had been chosen 
by his neighbors and fellow citizens 
to command the Ogle county Regu- 


ence. In this declaration of independ­ 
ence, giv en in this year of our Lord, 
1906, let us not forget that each in­ 
div idual is entitled to his own v iews, 
for what we need now is independ- ; 
ence of mind and thought— the kind 
of liberty that may speak ¡without 
fear of being misunderstood, which 
can only be obtained by brotherhood 
among enlightened and cultiv ated in- j 
div iduals. If a man happens to be 
richer or more prosperous than his 
brothers, is he not equally entitled 
to his rights and v iews? In these 
days we are prone to think that none 
except ourselv es— that is we 
poor 
people— hav e the right

of 
things. It has long been recognized 
that pov erty and hardship are not 
comfortable and do not make for 
happiness, hut that they hav e

PLAN OF CAMPAIGN SENT OUT 


M atter of L eg islation Dem anded by 
O rg anized , Labor is to D om ­ 
inate .th e M ovement. 


W ashington, July 23.—T he executiv e 
council of the American Federation of 
Labor has made good its declaration 
of sev eral mouths ago to enter 
the 
field of polities in the interest of the 
trade union mov ement, and to exhort all 
m em bers and friends of organized la­ 
bor to work for the election to political 
office of men k nown to be fav orable to 
organized labor’s cause. 
From 
the 
headquarters of the Federation 
the 
council lias issued its “campaign pro­ 
gram m e,” addressed “To all organized 
labor and friends in the United States.” 
W ill K eep P ace w ith Chang es. 
It sets out that the trade union mov e­ 
ment has k ept and proposes to k eep 
pace with the rapid changes in indus­ 
trial affairs, and that the work ing peo­ 
ple cannot hope 
to m aintain 
their 
rights or a progressiv e position In the 
v arying phases of modern society un­ 
less they organize, “exercise all those 
functions which, as work men and citi­ 
zens, it is their priv ilege and their 
duty to exercise." 
It is declared that 
labor mak es no demand upon gov ern­ 
m ent or society which is not equally 
accorded to all the people of this coun­ 
try, and that “it can and will be satis­ 
fied with nothing less.”
